Railways in Great Britain, 


‘The following will give some idea of the 
money inyested in Railways in Great 
Hritain; ‘The extent of capital invested 
tn railwaysin the United Kingdom, and 
the enormous circulation of money involved 
in them, is something startling. A recent 
number of the Auilder says that it bas 
been shown that14,247 miles of railway 
are now being worked in the United King- 
dom, on which have been expended no less 
a sum than £500,000,000, which is five 
tumes the amount of the annual value of ull 
the real property of Great Britalo, and two 
thirds ofthe National Debt. The gross 
net anouasl revenue of the railways in this 
country, after deducting all working ¢x= 
penses, exceeds £22,000,000 sterling, more 
than the total revenue, from wll sources, of 
Belyiam, Holland, Portugal, Denmark, 
Sweden and Norway. The companies 
bave in their direct employment more than 
100,000 officers and servants. The value 
of the rolling stock exceeds £80,000,000, 
The consumption of coal and coke by rail- 
way engines amounts to between 2,000,000 
and 8,000,000 tons a year ; 80 that in every 
minute of time throughout the your above 
four'toos of coal are consumed, aud twenty 
tons of water are flashed into steam, The 
consumption of fuel ja about equal to the 
conl exported from Great Britain to foreigo 
countries, There are more than 8,000,000 
tons of iron laid down io raila alone, and 
tho chaira would weigh nearly 1,000,000 
tone ; #0 that there are not short of 4,000,- 
000, tons of iron on the permanent railways 
of the United Kingdom, and of these about

Mines of Nova Scotia. 


The annual mining Report of Nova 
Scotia has been laid before the Logislature, 
We find that in 1868 the coal.raised amount- 
ed to 458,624 tons,and the royalty received 
to $44,621.27. In 1869the coal raised 
amounted to 511,794 tons, and the royalty 
paid in to $38,876,99, In 1870 the quan- 
tity of coal raised was 568,276 tons, and 
the royalty received $48,678.73. In 1871 
the quantity of coal raised was 596,418 
tons, and the royalty paidin $46,289.20 
It will be seen that from 1868 up to the 
end of 1871 the coal raised on whieh, duty 
was paid had increased from 453,624 tons 
to 576,581 tons, or an increasé of about 
128,000 tons, ‘The increase last year was 
88,000 tons, This increase would haye 
been much larger had it not been for the 
unusually short working season and the 
sudden and early close of navigation in 
November. 

Io Gold mining fair and profitable 
business has been done, though the pro-

The March number ot the Toronto Law 
Journal contains a list of the Acts passed 
at the lest session ot the Ontario Legis: 
lature, amongst which 1s “ An Act to ex- 
tend the rights of property of Married 
Women ;” an Act so extraordinary in its 
provisions that we hasten to give asummary 
of it for the benefit of our numerous readers 
—especially the married onea, Since the 
passing of this Act, the real estate of any 
married woman, which is owned by her at 
the time of her marriage, and all profite 
accruing therefrom; sball be held by her 
for her separate use during her lifetime, 
free from any claims of her husband; her 
receipts alone, being a discharge for rents, 
&c., connected with it. But she shall be 
liable for any contract made by her respect- 
ing her real estate, 

All wages and personal earnings, all 
proceeds and profits from any occupation 
or trade which abe carries on separately 
from her husband ; and all investmenta of 
such proceeds, shall be free from the debts 
of her husband, and can be disposed of by 
her without ber husband's consent. 

She may in her own name insure tor her 
sole benefit, or tor the benefit of her child- 
ron, her own lite, or with his consent, the 
life of her husband, and the umount paid 
under such insurance shall be free from the 
claims of their representatives of her bhus- 
band or his creditors, 

She may become a stockholder or mem~- 
ber of any bank, insurance company, or 
any other incorporated association; vote 
by proxy, and enjoy the like rights as other 
stockholders or members, 

Bhe may deposit money in her own 

name in any savings or other bank, and 
withdraw it on her own check her receipt 
being legal discharge to the bank ; but (it 
shall not give validity to any deposit 
made by her, of her busband’s monies with 
a view to defraud his creditors. 
Sho shall by liable for apy debts of her 
owa, contracted before marriage, and any 
property belonging to her, for her separate 
use, Ahall be liable to aatisfy such debts, 
and her husband shall not be responsible 
for any of her debts in respect of any 
business in which she may bo engaged on 
her own bebalt. 

She may maintain an action in her own 
name for the recovery of wages or money 
due to her, and can have the aamo remedicn, 
both civil and criminal, against all persons 
whomeoever, for the protection and security 
of such wages, when for her own use; and 
may be proceeded against, separately from 
her husband, in respect of any ot her debts, 
engagements, or contracts, a8 if sho were 
unmarried,

When finished, the John Street Church 
will not be the least iinposing of our church 
edifices. The somewhat sombre appearance 
of the stone-work will be well relieved by 
the ornamentation which Mr, Evans haa 
udded, and years will scarcely change its 
appearance. The entire cost of the altera- 
tions willnot fall short of $7,000, itis be- 
lieved.

and of Wellington, (Applause.) Whethe. 
the party in England now intriguing for 
the purpose of isolation were succeastul or 
not, be hoped that the Union Jack would 
be displayed by the descendants of Eaoglish- 
mon for generations, and that the red cross 
flag, which had been borne before tho 
Christians over the walls of Jerusalem and 
Ascalon would still be their emblem. Tho 
Prolessor resumed his seat amidat vocifer- 
ous applause, 

“The Sister Societies” was the next regu 
lar toast. The Chairman, in proposing 
this toast, alluded to the faot that the close 
communion ot Englishmen in Canada with 
their fellow subjects from Ireland aad 
Scotland had the effect of dissipating all 
prejudices which were engendered whilst 
‘ut home.’ The Canadian Society,as com- 
biving the blood of all three nationalities, 
ought to inherit a share of thy good quali- 
ties of each. 

Mr. TATTERAON favored tho company 
with another song, =~ 

Mr, WALKER returned thanks on behal 
of ‘the St. Andrew's Socicty. He wa 
strongly in favor of these national gather- 
ings, as they tended to keep alive the feel- 
ings of patriotism. The Scotch were here 
rivals ofthe English, but it was not a 
riyalry as of old, when the object was to 
see whether the claymore or broad-sword 
could slay the most. Those days had 
happily passed away, and it was now a 
rivalry to see who could do most to assist 
their fellow countrymen in the land of their 
adoption (applause.) His desire was that 
the rose, the shamrock and the thistle 
might be still closer entwined around tho 
maple leaf, and that Canada would continue 
to be the brightest jewel in the British 
crown. He would not continue longer to 
address them, however, as he had no doubt 
that his friend the President of the Native 
Canadian Society had got the book that he 
had dug up or was going to dig up on the 
shores of Massanog Lake, and would give 
from its pages the history of all the Saints 
iu the calendar, (Laughter and applause.) 

Mr, MCANNANY, as representative of the 
Irish Protestant Benevolent Society ex- 
pressed his thanks tor the manner in which 
the toast had been drank, He was glad 
to meet his English friends once more on 
St. George's day, and to see a valued 
friend presiding at their entertainment. 
Forty yours ago he first had the honor of 
bemy present at the formation of .a St. 
George’s Society in Belléville, The Society 
was smill aa number, but of that small 
number he was nos sure but that Mr, Corby 
Wus the only one now present. Of the 
small band of strangers present on that oc~ 
cusion, all had passed away, he believed, 
but himself. Englishmen might well be 
proud of their country. Buta small por- 
tion of the carth’s surface—a mero speck 
on the map—she can yet, us belore, control 
the destinies of the world. At the present 
time all eyes were turned towards her, to 
see what course she would tukd in reference 
to the indirect claims preterred by the 
United States Government for damages 
said to result from the operations of the 
Alabama and other Contederate cruisers, 
He felt assured, however, that her honor 
would be the guide of her statesmen in 
dealing with the matter, He trusted thut 
he should be spared to spend many such 
happy evenings with the Society, and in 
returning thanks for the gracious manner 
in which the toast had been received, hop~ 
ed that the good feeling which now exist~ 
ed amongst the kindred Societies would 
ever remain unimpaired, ‘ 

Mr. Dramonp returned the thanks of the 
Natiye Canadian Society. The speech he 
had intended to deliver he had quite forgot- 
ten or it had been expressed by other speak 
ers who had preceded him. After a few 
jocular remarks concerning his youth, com 
pared with some of the gentlemen who had 
spoken, Mr. Diamond went on to speak of 
the formation of the Native Canadian So 
ciety here, which, though young —having 
only been organized two years ago—now 
numbered 150 members, Canadians had 
borne themselyes well st Queenstown 
Heights, at Lundy's Lane, and elsewhere, 
and the descendants of these worthies were 
imbued with their spirit, The charge of 
« Kuowsnothingism” brought against the 
Native Canadian Society he repelled. The 
Society would gladly welcome emigrants 
to our shores, the more especially as they 
remembered that they were themselves 
the descendants of emigrants, They sought 
not to discourage emigration, but to create 
and epread a national sentiment. They saw 
across the lines thatthe American people 
possessed, PasBare the strongest national 
sentiment of any people inthe world. This 
had been engendered by tho teachings of 
their school booka, and he (Mr. Diamond) 
proposed that Canada should follow a plan 
which bad proved so lughly successful 
amongst our neighbors. 

The Vice-Chairman then gave the noxt 
toast, “Tho Land we left andthe Land we 
live in.” 

Mr. Conny rose to respond with pleasure 
and regret, Thirty-nine yoara ago he sat 
ut the firat St. George's dinner in Relleyille. 
It was with regret, thorefore, that he now 
saw so many old familiar facea missing,and 
with pleasure that he saw 8o many of his 
countrymen, He only saw two friends now 
who had taken part in thoir frat colobration. 
One of these was not an Koglisbman,untor- 
tunately for him, for sll men would be 
born Hoglishmen if they could, Mr, Mc- 
Annany was one of those who had assem. 
bled with them. Mr, Corby here made 
some fecling Allusions to his native land, 
and went on to contrast the facilities tor 
emigration now and atthe timo whea he 
aot anil—45 yours ago, Then the journey 
occypled from aix to olght wooks, Now, 
hy the steam ships and the Grand ‘Trunk, 
the omigrant wag landed hore in ten days. 
His voyage was particularly unfortuoato 
TPhoy had on board M5 casos of small pox, 
45 casos of acarlatina and 17 deatha; the 
sbip was once on fire and again all but 
wrecked, (Laughter.) They were mot by 
kindly bands on their arrival, however,and 
he nover should forget that kindness so 
long ow lite should Inet, Ho could form 
warm nnd enduring friendships here, but 
ho never could forget tho doar friends of 
his carly days, He could not let the ooons 
sion pass without a few worde for the fand 
of his adoption, whieh was second only to 
the land of lia birth ied tis estimation, He 
had been trae ta both lands, Afr some 
Interesting reminiscences of the rebellion 
of '87,Mr, Corby concluded wn wllent 
wod bighly patriotic apoeoh by expressing 
the wish that the Moninn raiders had been

undeserving of protection with the pike 
nnd that ia the sucker, ff the pike slays 
his thousands, the sucker slays his tens of 
thousands, for he gets his living chiefly 
by grubbing at the bottom and destroying 
the eggs of other fish, and his flea at cer 
tain times is positively unwholesome, It 16 
quite right to protect the salmon, the vari+ 
ous kinds of trout, the maskinonge, the 
white-fsh, and the pickerel; but the pike 
aud the sucker aro the Pariabs of the finny 
tribes, and every one interested in the flah 
cries, cither as & matter of aport or a source 
of tood, ought to declare war to the knife 
against them, 
Our game lawa, too, in spite of all the 
tinkering and cobbling to which they are 
perpetually subjected, present some rather 
surprising: anomalies; witness the wise 
provision which makes it unlawfal to kily 
cert species of ducks until a few days 
after the period when, in the ordinary 
course of the seasons,they leaye our waters, 
thus couverting Canada into a protected 
breeding place for the bevefit of all the 
Aporting gentlemen from Deleware to 
Florida, 
Itisapity that some one does not get 
intothe Legislature who is better acquaint 
ed with the nature and habits of the ani 
nuls which form the subject of legislation ; 
or that those members who make this 
branch of law-tinkering a speciality do not 
consult with some person who is qualified 
to give them the information they evidently 
stand so much in need of.

One of the most remarkable statemonts 
ever made in Parliament, was that mado by 
5 Mr, Mackenzie during the debate oa the 
t | address in answer tothe speech from the 
»| Throne, in congraty yg the country 
upon the union of British Columbia, to the 
offeot that the opppomtion ghad not opposed 
that union, except in so far as it bound the 
Dominion to the construction of the Pacific 
Railway on terms beyond its resources to 
accomplish. ‘Thos who listened to the de- 
bates whioh oceurred a year ago on tho 
British Columbia resolution, must have been 
| staggered with the coolness with which this 
statement was made by the leader ofthe 
opposition, That the construction of the 
Pacific Railway waa one of the grounds of 
objection to the union of the Pacifle Colony 
with the Confederated Provinces, is true, 
but it was only one of the grounds. Byery 
clause of the agreement was bitterly asgnil+ 
ed, The financial terms were declared to 
bu utterly unreasonable and unfair to the 
other Provinoes ; tho representation clauses 
were declared to be urconstitational ; and 
besides these, the character of the country 
was attacked by Mr. Mackenzie himself, 
who desoribed it in terms calculated to im- 
press tbe House with the belief that what~ 
over might be sald of its acquisition asa 
more gift, it was simply unworthy of uny 
sacrifice fto obtain it. No member of the 
House of Commons dwelt more pointedly 
upon this latter feature than Mr, Mackenzie 
himself; and so bitter was the hostility to 
the union, that{Ontario members generally 
recognizing how easily the acquisition of eo 
remote a Province could be assailed, and 
how difficult, in view of the general 1gno- 
ranoe as to the character of the proposed 
acquisition, any defence of it would be, 
voted for the resolutions with extreme re- 
luctance. That Mr. Mackenzie should now 
disavow all hostility to the union, that he 
should further deolare the admirpion of 
British Columbia to be to him a matter of 
kincere congratulation, “as he believed it 
to be the interest of the entire Dominion 
that all branches of the British family on 
this continent should be united under the 
same form of Government,” must be regard- 
odas one of the most remarkable acknow- 
ledgments of error ever made by w publio 
man, 

We congratulate the members who voted 
for the admission upon the testimony thus 
borne by their chief opponent to the wis- 
dom and toresight which charagterised 
their action, It is not often that so speed - 
ily the performance of duty, even when at 
the risk of temporary unpopularity, finds 
its complete vindication, The gentleman 
who last year, in the interests of the Con- 
federation, to complete us lar as poasible 
the structure the foundation of which was 
Inid by the British American Act, voted 
for the admission of British Columbia, had,

Game Law, 


DEAR Simt,—In your issue of Fobruary 26th 
you gave asnyopais of what is known general. 
ly as “ Prince's Act of 1872,” and you state 
that this Act repeals all existing statutes 
respecting game and fur bearing animals in 
Ontario, The impression left on my mind 
after reading the above, with regard to ducks, 
was that Mallard, Grey Duck, Black Duck, 
Wood Duck and Teal could jonly be killed 
from August 15th, to January 1st, and that 
any other kind of wild ducks might be taken 
or killed at any time, because they are not 
named In the Act. This impression I know 
prevails amougst our sportamen, and if now 
corrected, may give rise to some trouble, 

On reference to the act of 1872,Sectiou 1, it 
will be seen that Chap, 12, 81 Vict, Vhap.12, 
82 Vict,, and Chap, 86, 84 Vict., and all other 
Acts or parts of Acta of Upper Canada and 
Ontario, “in #0 far a8 they relate to the 
"protection of the animals and birda in tia 
Act mentioned, are hereby repealed,” Of 
course this leaves it that the last mentioned 
Acta in #o far aa they relate to the animals 
and birds not mentioned in the Act of 1873 
aro not repealed, 

Section 2, Chap, 36, 84 Vict, says, “No 
other Ducks, Wild Swans, or Geese” shall 
be hunted, taken or killed from May lat to 
August 16th. It ls therefore ray plain that 
Grey, Black, and Wood Ducks, Mallard and 
Teal, are closed from January lat to August 
15th, and ail other Dacks, Wild Swans and 
Goeene aro closed from May Int to Auguat,
